(From Our Own Correspondent.! 
Ottawa, Jan. C. — After correspond- 
ence with the home govertMQPut it haB 
been decided to admit the products of 
Spain to the benefits of the reciprocal 
tariff up to the 31st of July next. The 
concession was made, not on the meritB 
of the Spanish tariff, but on account of 
treaty arrangements between that coun- 
try and Great Britain. The concession 
will apply on all importations of Spanish 
goods from the 23rd of April last. 

Mr. Blair has not given up hopes of 
converting big Ontario colleagues to the 
project of purchasing the Canada East- 
em Railway, Messrs. Blair, Davies and 
Fielding had a long conference with Sir 
Richard Cartwrtght tbia afternoon, 
when, it is understood, the matter was 
thoroughly gone into. Sir Richard is 
strongly opposed to acquiring the line. 

Canadian goods for Klondyke will he 
allowed to pasB through the disputed 
territory without payingcustoms charges 
under regulations booh to be put in force 
by the customs authoiities at Dyea. The 
goods are to be entered at the customs 
at Dyea or Skagway on a liat which will 
be checked by a United States oflicer at 
the frontier or possibly at Tagish. If 
the goods are found to correspond with 
the liet they will then pass without 
further charire by the United StateB cus- 
toms. The intention is on both sides to 
remove any unreasonable obstacle in the 
w&v of transferring goods. 

To-day being Epiphany and a statu- 
tory holiday the public departments 
were closed. Despite the fact that tho 
government oreansare urging bb a reason 
why Mr. Sifton was justified in giving 
the printing of important public docu- 
ments to a Grit firm of publiHhere, that 
tho printing bureau ia loaded up with 
work, the institution was closed to-day, 
and over one hundred printerB who are 
Protestants, were compelled to lay off 
with a corresponding reduction in pay. 

It is reported that the protests of the 
Liberal and Conservative press against 
Mr. Sifton's Yukon report job has scared 
the minister and he is now pressing for 
better terms from the Toronto pub- 
lishers, 

The penitentiary wardens concluded 
their conference to-day. 

Parliament opens four weeks from to- 
day. 

The report that the government will 
cause an investigation to be made into 
the affairB of ttie Vancouver custom 
house is entirely without foundation. 

K LON DIKE ON EVERY T ON G U E. 

Canada Well Advertised in Every Fart of 
Europe. 

Montreal, Jan. 6. — (Special) — C. J. 
McCuaig, who has just returned from 
England, says that the country haB 
gone Klondyke mad, and he predicts an 
enormous increase in population in 
Canada during this year. A great 
many of the monied classes have been 
attracted to the Dominion as a field for 
investment and settling purposes, and a 
good deal of the immigration will be 
permanent. Tho same thing applies to 
a lees extent to the continent of Europe, 
where Canada is on every tongue. 

Archbishop Machray III. 
Montreal, Jan. G.— (Special)— A pri- 
vate cable from London announces that 
ArehbiBbop Machray of Winnipeg, Pri- 
mate of Canada, who has been in Eng- 
land for some months, ia again very seri- 
ously ill. His condition is not reassur- 
ing and grave anxiety iB felt. 

Toronto Pioneer Dead. 
Toronto, Jan. (5.— (Special)— Thomas 
Mara, a very old resident of Toronto, 
died this morning aged 00. He had been 
in Toronto since 1832. 

Minister for Klondyke. 
Winnipeg, Jan. 6.— (Special)— Rev. A. 
S. Grant, who hna been appointed a 
Presbyterian miniater to Klondyke, 
paBBod through the city yesterday on his 
way to Vancouver. Mr, Grant will go 
to Fort Selkirk if possible and organize a 
congregation, Rev. Mr. Dickie having 
decided to remain at Skagway.

I.'e Has Been Received With Great Cordi- 
ality and'OUTered Large Tracts 
of Land. 



DUBHANT DIES TO-DAY 



Two Hundred Persons Will by Invi- 
tation See the Notorious 
Criminal Executed. 



New York, Jan. 6.— The correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press at Delagoa 
Bay writes that Bishop Hartzoll, of tho 
Methodiat Episcopal church, was re- 
ceived with the greatest cordiality 
during his tour aB Bishop of Africa. He 
has been offered concessions in lands 
and other valuable properties for mis- 
sionary purposes. One donation in- 
cludes 6,000 acreB under the British flag 
in a mountainous and healthy region. 
The Bishop ia at Delagoa Bay on hia way 
to Baira, five hundred milea further 
north on tho eaat coast, from which 
point he will go inland several hundred 
milea to locate hie concession. IliB plan 
is to make this point a base of opera- 
tions from which misBioua northward to 
the equatorial lake regions, and north- 
westward toward Angola on the weBt 
coaBt, from which a chain of Methodist 
missions are already being pushed east- 
ward. Tho BiBhop'a wife accompanies 
him.

MAUilOTH STEAMERS. 

Hamburg - American Line Order Another 
Huge Ocean Carrier. 

New York, Jan G. — According to a 
cable despatch just received, the Ham- 
burg-American line has ordered a sister 
ship of the Pennsylvania and Pretoria, 
the largeBt carriers in the world. These 
shipB are of 14,000 tons gross register 
and 23,500 tons displacement. The 
company haB also contracted for two 
other steamers of 10,000 gross register 
tonB each. These ships will be laid 
down at the yards of Bioeheim and Vosa 
in Hamburg. There are besides, build- 
ing for the Hamburg-American line at 
different yards in Germany and Eng- 
land, three steamerB of 10,000 tone gross 
register each, one of 7,500 and two of 
7,000 tons each. Upon completion of 
these ships the Hamburg-American line 
will ha-ve a tonnage of 338,100, gross 
regiater. The company haa already a 
larger tonnage than any other line, 
ranking next in size boing the Peninsu- 
lar and Orienlal Steatn Navigation 
Company with 203, M0 tons grosB. 



SEEKING RKClPROCirV. 

Great Britain Would Make a Trade A r 
rungement Between the West Indies 
and United States. 

Washington, Jan-, G. — There is reason 
to believe that Great Britain will again 
take the lead of othor nationa in the 
negotiation of reciprocity treaties under 
the Dingley tariff act. While other na- 
tions were lodging complaints against 
the terms of the act and of the "ery lim- 
ited advantages offered by the reciprocity 
clauses, the British ambassador here haB 
been at work quietly carrying on negoti- 
ations for a series ot treaties extending 
the benefits of so much reciprocity as 
may be obtained under the act to the 
British possessions in the West Indies. Sir 
Julian Paunceforto has been at the state 
department several times recently. Mat- 
ters are advancing to a point wheie it ia 
expected some of the ofli cials. of the Brit- 
Uh colonies will be called into the con- 
aultations prior to signing an agreement 
as is ctiEtomary when British colonies 
are concerned. It is expected that the 
old reciprocitv treaties which were set 
aside by the Wilson act will serve a use- 
ful purpose as the basiB for the new 
agreements although it will be necessary 
to amend them in order to allow for the 
changes in business and commerce that 
have taken place since they were drawn. 

Ontario Registrar Dead. 
Berlin', Ont., Jan. 6. — (Special; — 
Isaac Master, registrar for the county of 
Waterloo, and formerly lor many years 
a member of the Ontario Legislature for 
South Waterloo, died this morning, aged 
64. 

Mrs. Booth. 
New York, Jan. G. — At tho Presby- 
terian hospital to-day Mrs, Maud Bal- 
llnton Booth was said to bo slowly im- 
proving. She must remain in the hce- 
pital some time, however. 



Washington, Jan. G.— Counsel for 
Durrant, the condemned California 
murderer, to-day made an unsuccessful 
efl'ort to have Justice Brewer of the 
supreme court interfere and stay the 
proceedings. Attorney Boardman ar- 
rived here from California to-day antl 
made y<vo applicationa for interference. 
Justice Brewer wont over the case in 
detail with him and first gave conaidera- 
tion to an application Mr. Boardman 
mado to aign a citation upon the appeal, 
which was sought to be taken from the 
judgment of the federal circuit court of 
California, denyiDg the issuance of a 
writ of habeas corpus, the object being 
to perfect an appeal. 

This application was refused, and then 
Mr. Boardman placed an application for 
a writ of error from the judgment of the 
Supreme court of Caliiornia from the 
appeal of the last order of Judge Bahr 
fixing the date for Durrant's execution, 
tho object being to secure a writ of 
supercedos, which would act as a stay of 
proceedinga. In denying the stay upon 
habeaB corpus, Juetice Brewer said that 
under the construction by the court of 
the conetitntion the federal courtB had 
no power of limitation upon the right of 
appeal in habeas corpus proceedings, the 
opinion being that such appeals should 
not be allowed where the appeal oper- 
ates to Buepend the power of the state 
authorities, and especially where the 
case haa never been heird upon one 
appeal in a habeas corpus proceedings. 

With reference to the writ of error, he 
considered especially the representation 
of Mr. Boardman upon the claim that as 
the constitution of California grants an 
appeal, such an appeal becomes a vested 
right. The Justice considered this point 
carefully, but said that as he could not 
accept the judgment on this point as its 
final action, he could not therefore see 
hie way clear to interfere on this ac- 
count. Mr. Boardman pointed out that 
the probable execution of Durrant to- 
morrow would have the practical effect 
of making tho last judgment final as far 
as it should bear upon his fortunes ; but 
the JtiBtice held to his original deter- 
mination in the matter. 

The interview laBted forty minutes. 
After its conclusion, Mr. Boardman 
stated that he was undecided as to 
whether to make application to the full 
supreme court to-morrow for a writ of 
prohibition staying the execution. Ab 
the court does not convene until noon, 
and the execution iB set for 10:30, he 
was tearful that tho difference in time 
would not bo sufficient to save Durrant, 
even if he Bhould be successful in having 
his motion granted. 

San Francisco, Jan. G. — Governor 
Budd haa announced that he will not in- 
terfere with the execution of Durrant to- 
morrow morning. The Governor waited 
at his apartments this afternoon for 
General Dickinson, Durrant's attorney 
to appear, but Dickinson did not come, 
and the Governor expressed hia deter- 
mination to allow the law to take its 
course. It was Btated that Mr. and Mra. 
Durrant would call on the Governor to 
make a last appeal for their son, but the 
Governor said he would not receive 
them. 



ARRANGING THE EXECUTION. 

Prison Reports Show That the Condemned 
Man at Last Realizes His 
Position. 

San Quentin Prison, Cal., Jan. 0. — 
Theodore Durrant has entirely given up 
hope; eo has his father, who came over 
last evening with the news that the 
United States district and circuit courtB 
were closed to all further appeals or ap- 
plications for writs delaying the execu- 
tion. Both are now convinced that the 
younger Durrant will be hanged on Fri- 
day. 

When told that Governor Budd had 
taken under adviaement the application 
made by hia attorneya, John 11. Dickin- 
son, W. II. Foote, C. T. Coogan and A. 
A. Sanderson, for a commutation of the 
sentence to lite imprisonment, or at least 
for a reprieve, Theodore Durrant sorrow- 
fully remarked that he had little to hope 
(or from the governor.

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BAITING THE BRITISH! 



How the Emperor William Has 
" Destroyed the Myth of Great 
Britain's Domination." 



Berlin Papers Full of Sneering: Re- 
marks Which Are Echoed 
in Vienna. 



London, Jan. 7— According to a apo- 
dal despatch from Shanghai, RuBsia ib 
endeavoring to obtain terms similar to 
Gennnn;y 'a for the occupation of Port 
Arthur and the Liaotong peninsula 
from a point considerably north of 
Talienwan. It ia believed that the 
attitude of England and Japan will 
fruatrate hor designs. 

The Hongkong correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle aays: "The BaaBian 
occupation of Port Arthur completely 
blocks the entrance to Pekin, and it is 
imperative that the court ahoulit be 
transferred to Nankin (the southern 
capital)." . ., 

It ia learned on excellent authority 
that in the event of Great Britain guar 
anteeingthe new Chinese loan, the con 
cessions required will take the form o 
insisting upon the opening of new treaty 
porta open to all nations, alike. A tin- 
aneial article in the Globe says it is re- 
ported on the stock exchange that the 
British government has arranged to 
guarantee the Chinese loan of ilb.UUU,- 
000. •> . 

Berlin, Jan. 7— The German press » 
indulging in a tone of extravagant sell 
satisfaction over the BUcceas of German 
dipiomacy in China. The fact that 
Emperor William personally conferred 
ihP order of the Bed Eagle upon Baron 
von Buelow, the German foreign minis- 
ter, for hie share in the affair, indicates 
that the Emperor iB delighted with thr 
outcome of his policv. The newspapers 
with the exceDtion of the Vosaiche /ei 
tunc, are full of sneering remarks a 
England's expense. The Vosaiche /ei 
tung, however, points out that there l 
plenty of room for everybody, and even 
BUggests that the time has arrived for a 
" better understanding between England 
and Germany." . 

The rather apologetic tone of the 
North German Gazette in its semi-ofh- 
cial article yeaterday, seems to be the 
reflection of the feeling in some quarters, 
that acquisition of a coaling station ia 
hardly the realization of the great co- 
lonial enterpriae which the blaze of 
Prince Henrv'a departure foreshadowed, 
and the suggestion of the possibility that 
Kaiochou might prove unsuitable leads 
many to ask whether Germany after all 
haB taken a leap in the dark. It is now 
discovered that if Germany moves fur- 
ther north she ia bound to clash with 
Russian interests; if furiher south, then 
with English interests. 

Herr Richter in the Preisinninge 
thinkB an unnecessary noise has been 
made for what he calls an omelette and 
he saya he cannot perceive any commer- 
cial advantage in the acquisition oi 
JCiaochou. „ . 

Vienna, Jan. 7.— The Deutsche Zei 
tung, echoing German feeline, saya 
" England has suffered a crushing de- 
feat, but there is no fear of war. I he 
British lion roars but he does not bite. 
All civilized nations ought to be grateful 
to Emperor William for having destroy- 
ed the myth of Great Britain's uuiversa 
domination." 

GERMANY'S SOFT TALK. 

Prudent Considerations Make Advisable an 
International Loan for Cliina. 

BERLIN, Jan. G. — The North German 
(.iazette to-day in a seini-oflicial article 
eaya: "The development of afl'airs in 
East Asia ia becoming more tranquil 
The tension caused by a political an 
tagoniam now appears an economic one 
which, however, should be arranged 
with little difficulty. There iB no rea- 
son why one state should exclusively 
undertake the Chinese loan. Prudent 
considerations sutrgeet the advisability 
oi an international arrangement." 

In another article the North German 
Gazette says: "The main purport of the 
Chinese agreement shows in full light 
the German objects in Eastern Asia, 
which are free from all violence. Ger 
many does not seek to force her way into 
Chinese territory as a conqueror, but 
she will use aa peaceful co-operators in 
the proBperoua development of her affairs 
thoBe powera which the Chinese 
government wisely and conciliator) ly 
conceded her. Aa in all Ger- 
many's trans-marine enterprises, further 
action is subordinate to that of the 
moderation from which cornea the motto 
"Harm to none." The arrangement 
has strengthened rattier than prejudiced 
the Chinese-German relations. More- 
over we have, from an economic and 
commercial point of view, secured a 
place which we could claim without pre- 
sumption, but which we could not re- 
nounce without self-depreciation. 

Pout Said, Jan. 5.— The Russian 
cruiser Russia, 12,000 tone, has arrived 
here on the way to China. It ia believed 
she will be compelled to disembark her 
guns in order to traverse the canal. 

LEISURELY BELIEF. 

Reindeer to Pack Dawson Supplies Will 
Sail From Europe in a Fortnight. 

"Washington - , Jan. (>.— A cablegram re- 
ceived at the war department from 
Lieutenant IJevore, who waB sent with 
Dr. Jackson to Europe to secure rein- 
deer for the Klondyke relief expedition, 
said that a steamer hud been chartered 
for the transportation of the reindeer to 
the United .States, and it waa expected 
that the party would be able to sail on 
the 20th instant. 



A Tennis Challenge. 
Boston, Jan. C. — TliomaB Pettit, cham- 
pion court tennis player of the world, 
gave out to-day a challenge to Peter W. 
Latham, champion of England, to play 
him for $5,000 a aide in America, the 
match to be the best of thirteen eotB. 

An Unsuccessful Officer. 
PABIB, Jan. (l.-Mr, Charlea Dixon, 
who ia described as a former officer in 
the United States army, attempted to 
commit suicide laBt night at his residence 
by stabbing himself three times near the 
heart with a dagger.

The elder Durrant has finally decided 
not to be present at the hanging. He 
has so notified the warden, making a 
number of requests, which Warden Hale 
has granted. The father of the con- 
demned murderer has aBked that after 
the execution the remains of hiB eon be 
placed at once in a coffin without an au- 
topsy or inquest and that the black cap 
bo not removed, ao that no one maybe 
permitted to Bee hiB boy's face after 
death. He also asked that the rope be 
burned after the execution, ao it could 
not be cut up and the bits distributed aB 
eouvenirs. 

The condemned man haB received spir- 
itual consolation from Rev. Wm .. Rader, 
a Congregational minister from San 
FranciBco. Chaplain Drahms also called, 
and Rev. Logan, of San Rafael, who 
frequently visited Durrant, has Baid 
farewell. 

Nearly 200 invitations baVe been 
issued for the hanging of Theodore Dur- 
rant, and it is expected that fully 175 
will be present. The warden haB been 
notified that bogus invitations have been 
printed and sold in San Francisco. 

Before Durrant ia brought into tho 
death chamber Warden Halei ntendB to 
make a speech to the assembled crowd, 
demanding absolute silence and order 
during the execution. 

General Dickinson, one of Durrani's 
counsel, said : "No one will have per- 
niiBsion to interview the condemned 
man before ho is hanged, as I have au- 
thority in the matter and have given 
Htrict orders for no one to see him. If 
the unfortunate man muBt die, I believe 
in letting him spend his last hours in 
peace and will not Bubmit to having him 
pestered." 

Durrant'a father has not decided aB to 
what disposition lie will make of the 
body, owing to the fact that some of the 
cemetery associations will refuse to re- 
ceive it on account of the notoriety which 
would result. The elder Durrant threat- 
ena to bury tho body under the broad 
waters of the Pacific ocean. Friends are 
trying to induce the parenta to have the 
remains cremated. 

San Francisco, Jan. 0. — A special to 
the Call from San Quentin prison says 
that Durrant has broken down com- 
pletely. When visited by his parentB or 
friends he controls himself and stimu- 
lates calmness, but when alone with the 
guards he gives way to the most violent 
hysterical outbreaks, rolling on the floor 
of the cell screaming and crying. Ilia 
nerve has completely forsaken him, and 
the opinion is expressed by prison offi- 
cials that the condemned man, whose 
attitude of entire Belf-poasession and 
cool indifference ever since his arrest 
has been so remarkable will have to be 
carried to the gallows. 

SUNK IN MEDITERRANEAN. 

Reported Foundering of Large Steamer 
With All Hands. 

Marseilles, Jan. 7.— It is reported 
that a large steamer, aayet unidentified, 
has foundered with all hands off Beau- 
due, in the Mediterranean. 



LABRADOR, TOO. 

Report That Gold in Plenty Lies Under Its 
Frozen Surface. 

Halifax, Jan. 5.— Representatives of 
a Canadian and American company who 
visited Labrador for the purpose of 
erecting sawmills, report that country 
contains depoaita of gold of great rich- 
nees, and ia destined to become a great 
mining country. There exists strong 
evidence that gold is to be obtained in 
quantities equalled only by the deposits 
of tho Klondyke. 

PENITENTIARY CHAPEL AFIRE. 

Christmas Decorations on the A liar at 
Kingston Ihe Cause ol Great 
Damage, 

Kingston, 'Jan. G. — (Special) — Rev. F. 
Meagher wau celebrating mass in the 
penitentiary chapel to-night when one 
of the lights set fire to the Christmas 
decoratione on the altar, which waa al- 
most totally destroyed. The scene waa 
oxciting while the fire lasted, the con- 
victs attempting to put it out with their 
coata, but they were hurriedly seated by 
the guarda in charge. Great damage 
was done to the ceiling and n-alla, which 
were beautifully decorated. 

BOSSLAND MINING PROFITS. 

Three Quarters of a Million Paid by the Le 
Roi and to Come Faster for the Future. 

Spokane, Jan. 8.— The Le Roi direc- 
tors declared a $50,000 dividend last 
night. This makes $725,000 paid to date. 
The company lias just completed its own 
smelter at Xoithport at a cost of $100,- 
000, and will begin treatment of its ores 
about tho 15th. ft is expected that it 
will then pay dividends of $100,000 
monthly. 

MAN AND MONEY LOST. 

John W. Horn and Paper Worth, Many 
Thousands Disappear Between 
'Frisco and Seattle. 

Tacoma, Jan. 0.— On September 21 
last John W. Horn left San Francisco 
for Seattle with a letter of credit for 
$20,000, issued by a San Francisco hank, 
since which time nothing Iiiib been seen 
or heard of him. Horn was a returned 
Klondyker, and a letter to-day from hie 
relatives at Eldon, Iowa, suggests that 
possibly he has been murdered. The 
police at San Francisco and the Sound 
cities have been unable to learn any- 
thing of him since he stepped on the 
north bound boat.

The steamer City of Seattle touched 
at tho outer wharf at 2 o'clock this 
morning, bringing among her passen- 
gers another batch of some forty -five 
men from Dawson City. The latest of 
these/ loft Dawson on the 3rd and 4th 
and were T. Petrie, of Nelson; N. Lang- 
ner, of Seattle; Napoleon Legault, Seat- 
tle ; J. P, Miller, San Franciaco ; J. 
Matthews, Seattle; N. Nupras, of Daw- 
son; Peter King, J. Lelorge, Juneau; 
John Burke, Quebec, and one other. 

Mr. Petrie, who went up with R. B. 
Wood in tho intereat of a company last 
spring, stateB that there is little news 
to give since the last arrivals in Victoria. 
A few days before he left Dawson, how- 
ever, ho heard that Hunker creek wiib 
turning out immensely rich, the work 
done on it ehowinethat the creek was bb 
rich as El Dorado. Ho could not speak 
of this from personal knowledge but it 
was the talk of Dawaon. Sulphur Creek 
is turning out as he expresses it fairly 
good, going $10 to $15 to the pan and 
Last Chance creek a tributary of Hunker 
was also turning out well. 

The atrike was not settled, he Bays, 
when he left. Good miners had no 
trouble to get $1.50 an hour, but the 
trouble really aroBe over men who were 
not worth that much and could not be 
considered competent minerB. 

The deputation of three representa- 
tives of the miners, who are being sent 
to Ottawa with the petition asking for a 
change in the mining regulations ex- 
pected to leave Dawaon on the 15th of 
laBt month. 

Mr. Petrie like the other common- 
sense men who have lately come from 
the North doeB not consider that there 
is any fear of starvation this winter. 
He reports Mr. Wood who is 
well known in Victoria as being in 
good health and staying behind at Law- 
eon to look after the properties which 
have been secured for their company. 
The aggregate of money brought down 
on this trip is not a particularly large 
sum, for many of the men went into the 
country last spring broke, and though 
they are bringing back a little with them 
it iB no great fortune. 

Perhaps the biggest sum is that 
brought by Napoleon Legault. He had 
been in the Yukon only 18 months and 
the Seattle to-day had aboard $20,000 of 
his money, besides which he haB mining 
property left worth $30,000 more. 

Napoleon Dnpras may be considered 
as a Yukon old-timer for he has been in 
that frozen couutry for the past five 
years and now comes out with a com- 
fortable little stake. 

A number of the Daweoniana stopped 
over here. The Seattle sailed again at, 
3 o'clock. She left Skagway on the 3rd 
inst. 

Theo. R. Needham, editorof theStick- 
een River Journal, of Fort Wrangel, was 
one of the passengers. He went to Seat- 
tle, but will return to Victoria on Mon- 
day. Mr. Needham brought the first 
cony of his paper down with him. 

Hon. Fdgar Dewdney was to leave 
for Victoria on the City of Topeka, sail- 
ing from Wrangel yesterday.

Success of tiie Channe Company— Burglars 
Traced to Everett. 

Vancouver, Jan, (!.— (Special)— The 
Cbanne company held its annual meet- 
ing of shareholders yesterday in the 
Bjard of Trade rooms. Directors were 
appointed as follows: Messrs. Willis, 
Sheasgreen, Shirley, Atkins and Bon- 
well, (i.

RELIGION A SUPERSTITION. 



Remarkable Testament of a Leader 
Presbyterian Church. 



New York, Jan. 5. — One of the most 
remarkable wills ever filed in the office 
of the Surrogate is that of Henry More- 
house Tabor, offered for probate yester- 
day. Mr. Tabor was president and 
treasurer of the board of trustees of 
the First Presbyterian church, and 
died on Christmas eve at the age of 73 
yeare. Two children, Sydney Richmond 
Tabor and Mary Tabor, survive the 
testator and to them the entire estate, 
valued at over $1,000,000, is given abso- 
lutely. The will is in the handwriting 
of tho testator and contains the follow- 
ing: ■ 

" Believing that all religions, includ- 
ing Christianity, are auperatitionB ; that 
the basic doctrine of the Chris- 
tian religion, ' the fall of man, 
utterly and absolutely false 
and that ita opposite, the rise of man 
from the lower orders, is a scientific 
fact; that beliefs in (so-called) mira- 
cles are hallucinations of the brain 
and never had the elighteat exist 
ence in fact; that the chief char- 
acteristics of what is termed the 
" Word of God " ore injustice, 
cruelty, untruthfulness and obscenity ; 
that the effect of orthodox Christian 
teaching is to encourage ignorance, 
selfishness, narrow mindednesB, aeri- 
moniousnesa, intolerance, wrong and 
mental slavery; that Christianity, 
so called, ia not the religion 
of Christ; that it supplants ethical 
culture and true morality with mean- 
ingless theology and unbelievable dog- 
mas; that it puts an unknown (and 
probably unknowable) imaginary being in 
the place of nature ; that it giveB a name 
and a personality to evil — an equally 
unknown and imaginary being; that 
it so works upon the credulity 
of ita adherents aa to invite in 
them a fear of (that most horrible 
of doctrineB) eternal punishment; 
I say, believing all these, and in all 
kindness and in all earnestness, I re- 
quest that over my remains there be no 
religious services of any kind, nature or 
description whatever. 

" I also request that my body be cre- 
mated at Fresh Pond, or some othor cre- 
matory, and that all my ashes be left 
there."

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THE LOCAL OPPOSITION. 



What British Columbia needs durin 
tlie next few yeara is an administration 
composed of men with some knowledge 
of public all'iiirs and some experience in 
tlealinK with the many questions that 
are certain to arise from day to day in 
constantly increasing numbers, aB the 
development of the province goes on 
For thiB reason the character of the op 
position ib a very important factor in the 
local political situation. When a party 
of men seek to have their fellow citizenB 
place the administration of affairs in 
their hands, they ought to be able to 
point to some evidence of their capacity 
to administer thein. We think we may 
say, without undue disparagement, that 
the gentlemen, who have hitherto been 
looked upon as the opposition leaders 
and hence would be Belected to form a 
now government in the event of an over 
turn during the life of the preBent house; 
have not displayed any special fitneBs 
for public position, or given the slightest 
reason for anyone to suppose that they 
would render the country better service 
than that afforded by Hon. Mr. Turner 
and his colleagues. 

It is desirable to avoid, when possible, 
the discussion of personal matters in the 
press, but there ia a personal side to 
every political situation, which must be 
taken into account, and can and ought 
to be considered in a kindly Bpirit 
though with perfect frankness. We 
know of no other way to discuss politics 
intelligently or usefully, except to speak 
of the things that people talk about. 

Mr. Semlin iB leader of the opposition, 
and presumably would be the leader of a 
new government. Everyone who knows 
Mr. Semlin likes him. He 
a line, honorable specimen of 
manhood. He is not lacking 
ability. But Mr. Semlin has been 
many years in the legislature, and if he 
haa left the impresB of hia mind upon 
legislation or administration the fact is 
not conspicuous. He has been a con 
histent critic of the government's policy, 
but has never displayed any construct 
ivenesB. Speaking with tho most friend 
ly feeling towards him, we must frankly 
Bay that Mr. Semlin has not given any 
reason why he should be suspected of 
possessing those qualitieB of mind or 
that experience which are necessary in 
the eventful period now begun in cur 
provincial history. 

Mr. Cotton ia a gentleman of ability 
lie is not without popularity. He is a 
c.loEe reiuoner. lie has considerable 
knowledge cf afftiira and might be made 
useful in a subordinate place in a gov- 
ernment, rlo does not possess any qual- 
ifications for leadership, and is too un- 
certain a quantity and too much given 
lo the Bpinning of theories to bo able to 
command the confidence of the house. 
Mr. Cotton would be courteous and in- 
dustrious in otiice, but it cannot bo 
claimed that ho is the sort of material 
one would select for cabinet timber. 

Mr. Williams ia another gentleman 
w iu is much thought of by everyone 
who haB come in contact with him. lie 
feels himself, however, that he has been 
a legislative failure, and no ono either 
in tho home or out of it regards him as 
fitted for an administrative post. 

Mr. Sword is a gentleman of much 
more than average ability and a good 
verbal critic of legislation. He may 
posBCBS administrative ability, but we 
hardly think his trailing and experience 
have developed it. If we had as largo 
a cabinet in British Columbia as they 
have in the other provinces, Mr. Sword 
would make a useful member, but it may 
lie said of him as of his Ii ad ir, Mr. Sem- 
lin, that however estimable he may bo 
personally, ho is not ono to whom those, 
who have had tho opportunity of observ- 
ing his public career, would turn with 
any degree of confidence as an adminis- 
trative officer in a period of provincial 
history that will call for the best ability 
the country can produce. 

Concerning tho other members of tho 
opposition wo need not speak particu- 
larly. For them all tho Colonist enter- 
tains none but kindly feelings, and in 
saying that they have not exhibited such 
qualities as would bo a guarantee of 
greater usefulness on the right of Mr. 
Speaker than they have displayed on tho 
other eido of tho houso, we only si y 
what every one says, and what it would 
bo superfluous to repeat, if it were not 
that politics is a practical business and 
when people talk of a change it iB im- 
portant to think not only of what tho 



change is from, but what it is proposed will aliow it. 
to change to. book. 

That our views upon the above points 
are not peculiar to ourselves, but are 
shared in by a large proportion of those 
who are opposed to the government, is 
evidenced by the fact that the movement 
which found expression in the New 
Westminster convention was as much a 
revolt against the local opposition lead- 
ers as a demonstration against the Hon. 
Mr. Turner and hiB colleagues. 

CONSUL SMITH'S REPORT. 

The Colonist can endorse every word 
of what Senator Macdonald saj-B in Ins 
letter about Consul Smith'B December 
report to his government. The consul 
states the position of Victoria in the 
fairest possible manner. Victoria he 
describes as " naturally the gateway of 
the Northwest." Wo print the report 
in to-day's issue. 

Wo think it well to emphasize the 
point made by Senator Macdonald about 
there being no discrimination against 
United States citizens in the collection 
of duties at the Yukon frontier. No 
questions aro asked as to a man's 
nationality. When he reaches the 
custom house at Lake Tagiah ho must 
pay duty on goods not made in Canada, 
whether he owes allegiance to Queen 
Victoria or is an aiien. This ought not 
to bo lost Bight of, for there has been a 
disposition to misrepresent the attitude 
of tho people of British Columbia and 
tho effect of tho Cauadian laws upon 
this subject. It has been persistently 
alleged, by those who ought to know 
better, that what was aimed at was the 
exclusion of aliens from tho Yukon. 
Wo do not disguise tho fact 
that many people in British Columbia 
favor such exclusion ; but there ia no 
law to authorize it. Under the Ibwb of 
Canada as they now stand, and as they 
are likely to stand for some time to 
come, it matters not in what country a 
man was born or to what government he 
owes allegiance, he is free to enter the 
Yukon and exploit its wealth. All that 
iB asked of him is that he shall obey the 
laws of Canada, and one of those laws is 
that, if he proposes to bring foreign goods 
into the country, he shall pay the duty 
on them, which duty, in the caao of 
Yukon outfits, amounts to about 30 per 
cent. 

Consul Smith has made a very ftivor 
able impression upon the people of this 
city, which will be strengthened by his 
frank and manly statement of the mat 
ter forming the subject of hia December 
report. In this he represents the best 
type of American citizenship, which does 
not try to deceive itself and does not 
thank anyone for trying to deceive it 
about matters touching upon itB buai 
nesa interests.

The Toronto Globe resumes its active 
opposition to government aid, that is 
Dominion government aid to any addi- 
tional railway projects. This time it 
speaks against such assistance being ex- 
tended to a line to open Northern On- 
tario. Our contemporary in this re- 
deems itself from the charge of specially 
directing its opposition against Western 
projects. But wo are not able to agreo 
with it upon this special matter. This 
country must be developed and that too 
as quickly aa possible. It ia necessary 
for thia purpose that federal aid should 
bs given. This can be extonded in such 
a way as to make the burden upon the 
taxpayers comparatively light. Wo 
think it ia not beyond the ingenuity of 
the government to devise a proper sys 
tem of government aid.

The United States consul at Victoria 
has made the following oflicial report to 
his government on the " Klondyke Gold 
Fields :" 

Victoria is directly on tbo route to the 
gold regions, and the news from the 
NortinveBt is generally taken from the 
steamers as they pass this port and tele- 
graphed all over the country. As Vic- 
toria is naturally the gateway of the 
Northwest, the people of A'ictoria are 
aroused as never before, and determined 
to leave no effort undone to secure for 
this city its share of the travel already 
headed this way, prepared to Btart as 
soon as tho ice is loosened on the Yukon. 
It is conceded that, last year, Seattle 
managed to grasp at least two-thirds of 
the outfitting trade, but this year Vic- 
toria merchants have spared no effort to 
win their share of tho coming avalanche. 

All the advices that reach here indi- 
cate that tho rush in 1S40 to California, 
and, later, to South Africa, will bo 
eclipsed by the rush of gold-seekers 
headed for the Yukon in tho early 
months of 1S9S. The crowd is coming 
not only from this continent, but from 
the Old World and the Antipodes. The 
eteamship Warrimoo, two weeks ago, 
brought nearly a hundred from 
Australia to this port, on their 
way to the New Eldorado. Agents 
from England have been here 
and are now here making contracts for 
housing three or four thousand gold 
seekers, and every hotel in Victoria lias 
contracta for all its rooms for portions of 
several months. When it is remem- 
bered that at leaBt a portion of the great 
legion from the United States will pass 
through this port, it will be Eeen that 
this picturesque little city bids fair to 
have its hanils full later on. One com- 
pany has already secured seventy car 
loadB of outfitting goods, and several 
other leading business men of Victoria, 
accustomed to doing things on a large 
scale, have made equally liberal prepar- 
ations for tho coming trade. The trans- 
portation companies have, by purchase 
or lease, Becured ocean eteamers suffi- 
cient to make daily lines between this 
port and St. Michael's, Dyea, Skagway, 
Port Wraugel, etc. 

Even beyond the sealing question, the 
people of British Columbiaareinterested 
in this trade, and it was in response to 
their demands that Hon. Clifford Sifton, 
the Canadian Minister of the Interior, 
recently made a trip to the Northwest. 
On his return, he addressed a meeting of 
the representative citizens of Victoria. 

The desire is to get the Canadian gov- 
ernment to open an all-Canadian route 
to the gold fields and to enact such tariff 
laws as will make it to the interest of 
miners to purchase their outfits in Can- 
ada. Mr. Sifton, naturally desirous of 
pleasing his audience, declared that the 
boundary lino between Alaska and Brit- ' 
ish Columbia, when rightly settled, 
would include some important posts now 
in possession of the United States, and 
gave an outline of the plans now in pro- 1 
gress to get an all-Canadian route, via 
the Stickeen river, and the railway pro- | 
jectB connected therewith, his remarks i 
being received with loud applause by the J 
audience. In the course of his remarks, 
Mr. Sifton intimated that the 100-pounda 
exemption, now allowed by the Canadian 
government to the miners, would lie ab- 
rogated by the 1st of January, and that, 
probably, everything not bought in Can- 
ada would have to pay duty. But he 
declined to give any assurance that the 
tax on mining would be reduce!, or the 
"alternate claim" exaction be alle- 
viated. 

Mr. Win. Ogilvie, the Dominion sur- 
veyor and police commissioner, who ac- 
companied Mr. Sifton, also delivered a 
lecture on the subject of tho gold fields, 
which was largeiy attended, notwith- 
standing adverse weather. His views, 
however, have already been made public. 

Having mot several who have spent 
some time in the newly-discovered gold 
fields, perhaps it might bo well to givo a 
synopsis of "the viows given by two of 
tiie most prominent and intelligent men 
on Vancouver Island. A prominent 
citizen of Nanainio, who spent eotne 
mouths on the ground, has given a most 
intelligent dtatement of tho condition of 
the country. Ho Bays that the Klondyke 
mining country is covered with snow 
most of the sear. During the months of 
July and August, however, it is quite 
hot, tho thermometer showing S5° to 
90 ° . and thon men must wear protectors 
for the face and hands to kesp oil' the 
mosquitoes. Last year, though so hot, 
the mm did not thaw the ground, which 
ih protected by a thick moss under tho 
snow, which neutralizes the sun's rays. 
This moss is now cut off with the shovel. 
The miner then builds a tiro, thaws out 
the ground for two or three inches, and 
digs, and so on, by relays. Every foot 
of ground has to bo thawed out in thiB 
way. The ground is frozen 85 feet, down 
to bed rock, and it is impossible to dig 
or work a pick therein. 

A well know citizen of Victoria, who 
obtained ifEiO.OOO, in addition to an in- 
terest in some lifteen rich claims, as a 
result of two years' labor in tho North- 
west region, Bays that, contrary to tho 
genoral impression, tho best time for 
mining is in the winter, as then the sur- 
face water does not inconveni- 
ence the miner. Tho largo and 
paying mines are all worked in tho win-

ter and the waBh up is in the 
Bpriug and Bummer. However, in the 
hot weather gold can bo dug out of the 
bars and hauka on the various rivera and 
creeks by a poor man, to enable him to 
purchase a good claim in the fall. In 
the Canadian gold region the land is ex- 
tremely Hat, and the best way to work 
it, except the river bar claims, ia to dig 
a hole six feet long by four feet wide, or 
thereabouts, and build a hot fire to thaw 
the ground, ao as to be able to shovel it 
out. In the summer the sun has suffi- 
cient heat to thaw the Bides of the hole, 
but there being no grade, the water runs 
down into the hole and extinguishes the 
Ore, thus stopping the work. In the 
winter, of course, thero is no such ob- 
stacle, the ground boing thawed only by 
the miner's fire. The thawed dirt ia re- 
moved by pick and Bhovel, piled by the 
side of the hole, and the thawing process 
repeated, When the hole becomes deep 
enough, a windlass is rigued and the dirt 
hauled up in buckets. At intervals of a 
few days, a pan of dirt is washed to as- 
certain its yield. No attempt is made 
during the winter to wash more than is 
necessary to test the yield of ore. This 
accountB for the big strikes reported last 
summer — they were the results of six 
months' previous hard work. My in- 
formant says that in Alaskan diggings, 
Bummer work is more profitable than 
in Canada, and he haa worked in 
both, and knows this from personal 
experience. The pay dirt in Alaska 
is nearer the surface than in Canada, 
and, he says, in about the same 
amount, lie regards Alaska aa a more 
profitable place for miners than Canada, 
owing to the eseeBeive royalty charged 
by the Dominion government, and 
which, it seems, there is no expectation 
of having repealed. The Klondyke 
stratum runs in the direction oi Alaska, 
and he has interesta in mines there which 
are paying as well as those in Canada. 
The miners in Alaska make their own 
laws. There is no tax upon them, and 
no questions of nationality are asked any 
more than in the Klondyke region. The 
temperature in winter goes to 70 degrees 
below zero, but the air is still and dry, 
and iB really no harder to endure than 
35 degrees below in Montana. This gen- 
tleman has since sold part of his claims 
in that gold region for $300,000, of which 
10 per cent was paid cash down. He 
will return in the spring to deliver what 
he haa sold and prospect for more. 

There are five principal routes followed 
by miners in going to the different dig- 
gings, which are distanced from Victoria 
as follows: Fort WraDgel, S01 miles; 
Skagway, 1,024 miles; Dawson City, 1,- 
594 miles; Teslin Lake, 1,079 miles; Fort 
Selkirk, 1,418 miles.

To this Editor: — ! don't know 
whether you, and the Board of Trade, 
have had the advantage of perusing the 
advance report of the Hon. Col. Smith, 
U. S. Consul, on the Klondyke, and its 
bearing, and relation to the position, 
trade, and prospects of Victoria, if not 
you, and the Board should have it and 
peruse it. It is a manly, and straight- 
forward state paper, grasps the situa- 
tion clearly and fully, and is deserving 
of every commendation. The honorable 
gentleman might justly lie supposed to 
lean towards a part of the country to 
which ho belongs, but he doeB not do 
so, but writes as things appear to him 
without prejudice or bias. 

I hope the Hon. Col. Smith under- 
stands fully that there ia not and will 
not be any differential duty on goods 
imported by United States citizens. A 
British subject importing goods from 
Great Britain or the United States will 
pay the same duty aa a United States 
citizen would. The royalty on gold ia 
payable by the British subject as well as 
by a United Statoa citizen. If both 
nations would treat each othera citizens 
with equal even-handed justice it would 
he a grand accomplishment and no pos- 
sible injury.

BOSTOCK VS. JACKSON. 

Litigation Over a Keal Estate Transaction 
Terminated by an Amicable 
Arrangement. 

The following ia the official report of 
the proceedings in the case of H. BoBtock 
vb. Ii. E. Jackson in the Supreme court 
before Ohi«f Justice Davie on Wednes- 
day last. 10. V. Bodwell and A. Martin 
appeared for Mr. Bostock and Hon. C. 
E. Pooley, Q.C., and E. P. Davis, Q C, 
for Mr. Jack sou : 

Mr. Bodwell— I am very happy to 
bo able to state to 3'our lordBhip that we 
will not need to trouble you with an 
actual hearing of this ease, aB an ar- 
rangement has been arrived at between 
the parties which is perfectly satisfac- 
tory and which will avoid the necessity 
ol the taking of any evidence or the giv- 
ing of any judgment by your lordship in 
the matter. 

If your lordship looks at the record, 
you will observe that the action ia 
founded entirely upon the theory that 
the sale was invalid by reason of tho 
relationship of solicitor and client 
existing between Mr. Llootock and Mr. 
Jackaon at the time, and that it contains 
no charges of actual fraud or misrepre- 
sentation. It is a very gratifying fact to 
us that the action has been so framed, 
for within the last few dayB tho parties 
have met together, mutual explanations 
have taken place, and Mr. BoBtock is 
now perfectly satisfied that Mr. Jackaon 
at tlie time of this transaction did not, 
consider that there were any relations 
existing between him and Mr. Bostock 
which would prevent Mr. JackBon deal- 
ing with him aB one business man with 
another. 

On the other hand, it is perfectly true 
that Mr. Bostock did not bo view tho 
transaction. And inasmuch as it waB 
entered into by him under an actual 
misapprehension ot the condition of af- 
fairs, Mr. JackBon in consideration of 
that has made concessions which are 
very satisfactory to Mr. BoBtock. 

I say that I am gratified to be able to 
tell your Lordship that the atatement of 
claim contains no charges of that kind. 
But I also state to your Lordship that 
before these explanations took place, be- 
fore the action commenced, and before 
the exact state of Mr. Jackson's view of 
the case was made known to Mr. Bos- 
tock, some correspondence took place 
between them which Mr. Jackson has 
understood as conveying the charge of 
misrepresentation and unfair dealing 
with Mr. Bostock. It is a matter of re- . 
uret to Mr. Bostock that he did not then 
have the knowledge which he now pos- 
sesses, and had not had the advantage of 
Mr. Jackson's explanations, and that ho 
should have made use of any expressions 
which could be so understood. 

He wishes me to Bay ho is satisfied 
that on Mr. Jackson's part there was 
no attempt whatever to obtain any un- 
due advantage of himeelf in consequence 
of tho relations that, existed between 
himself and Mr. Jackson, and ho ia 
happy that we a can close this case on tho 
amicable arrangement which haB been 
arrived at. 

The terms of the settlement, my Lord, 
will be given to the stenographer, for 
tho purpose of a record merely, as this 
is a settlement in court. 

Mr. Pooley— On behalf of the defend- 
ant, my Lord, we can say that we are 
very much pleased that arrangements 
have been made aa they have been. 
When overtures for settlement were first 
made, the defendant bad been very 
much hurt by statements contained in 
the letter of Mr. Bostock, of the 23rd of 
April, 1S94, which implied a misrepre- 
sentation of facta by him. The defend- 
ant declined to enter into any arrange- 
ment until tho matter of- misrepresen- 
tation was withdrawn. That having 
been withdrawn, it then became merely 
a matter of business terms, which I am 
glad to sav have been amicably settled. 
And our client ia now well satisfied that 
the matter should be settled, as he con- 
siders that bis honor has been satisfied 
by the withdrawal, by the plaintiff, of 
all charges of misrepresentation on his 
part. 

Mr. Bodwell— Of course we did not 
consider we were making charges of that 
kind ; and that was merely Mr. Jack- 
son's understanding of our letter, which 
we are happy to say was not our idea, 

The Court— I shall confirm whatever 
settlement is agreed to. You agree to a 
settlement; 1 do not want to know what 
the terms are. I confirm tho settle- 
ment. 

Mr. Davis — The action ia wound up 
in this way— by a settlement which ia 
confirmed. 

Mr. Bodwell— An order that the set- 
tlement be confirmed. 

The Court so ordered. The Court hero

General Feeling Among the Sealers 
That the Season on Japan 
Coast Does Not Pay. 



Paper Arrives for Australia— Work 
to Begin Monday on Northern 
Kiver Boats. 



The eehoouor Director, Capt. F. W. 
Gilbert, which cleared on her annual 
cruiso a few daya ago, will be the first 
eealer to sail for the Japan coaet grouudB 
this year. Sho hauled out into the 
Btream yesterday evening, and to-day 
Capt. Gilbert intends to take his depar- 
ture. In crossing the Pacific he will take 
a Southern latitude and will call at one 
of the Hawaiian ports for water. From 
present indications it would appear as if 
the Director ia to be the only Victoria 
sealer that is to hunt on tho 
Japan Coast this year. Twelve months 
ago ten of the lleot had sailed ere this 
time— all bound for the Asiatic side. 
Comparatively good catches were ob- 
tained, but despite this fact Bealers, 
generally speaking, have found the 
Japan Coast expedition a non-profitable 
one. In tho first place none but fine 
able vessels enn cross the Pacific, in the 
second place tho trip generally entails 
considerable expenditure in the way of 
repairs after the vessel reaches the 
far side of tho ocean; and thirdly, 
only a white crew can be taken on the 
voyage. With these there is always 
more or less trouble when the vessel 
enters a Japanese port. With the own- 
ers of most sealing crafts the belief is 
entertained that the best money to be 
made in the sealing business is in the 
operation of the lleet on this coast and 
in the Behring sea with Indian crews. 
Of the following sealers which have 
Bailed the schooners Geneva, Libbie, 
Dora, Mary Ellen, Mary Taylor, Teresa, 
Penelope, Beatrice Ainoka, Arietas, 
City of San Diego, Ada, Allie J. Alger, 
C. D. Rand, and Saucy Lass, only the 
Geneva, Mary Taylor and Libbie have 
carried white crews. There was only a 
fleet of thirty odd vessals out last year 
whereas Hub season it is expected forty 
at least will be going to sea. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Yesterday's C. P. R. bulletin an- 
nounced the arrival of tho White Star 
liner Teutonic at Now York from Liver- 
pool. 

The C.P.N. Co. are advertising the 
Bteamer Tees to sail for the North on the 
11th inst., and the Danube four dayB 
later. 

The Bteamer Corona did not arrive 
until four yesterday morning. She re- 
mained an hour in port before proceed- 
ing North. 

Over on the Star ways a start has been 
made towards tho building of the three 
river steamers ior tho Maitland-Kersey 
Co. A small office baa been erected in 
the yard, and other preparations have 
been made for the beginning of construc- 
tion work ou Monday. The moulds, 
models and plans for the three steamers 



have been prepared in Pittsburg, and are 
now daily expected to arrive. 

As announced in yesterday's Colonist 
the steamer Ocean Wave came in on the 
City of Kingston's run yesterday morn- 
ing, bringing 100 tons of paper for 
transhipment to Australia on the steam- 
ship Miowera, sailing on the 10th. The 
Ocean Wave will run regularly between 
Victotia and Seattle, and on Saturdays 
will extend her southern trip to Ta- 
coma. 

W. S. Hardaker, auctioneer, has been 
instructed by Collector A. R. Milne to 
sell at his salerooms, Douglas street, on 
the 13th inst., the wrecked American 
schooner VeBta aa she now lies on the 
beach, about liino milea west of Car- 
manah lighthouse. Together with the 
schooner will be sold two anchors and 
chains, new and old sails, new hawser, 
rigging, etc. Two sextants and a ship's 
compass will also be knocked down to 
tho highest bidder at the same auction.

" A large number of prospective gold 
hunters from various parts of the United 
States will do their outfitting in Vic- 
toria." 

The above opinion was emphatically 
expressed by Mr. G. C. Bunker, of North 
ColumbuB, Mass., yesterday, he being 
one of a party of Bix Amoricana who left 
for the Northern gold fields by the 
Corona yesterday morning. 

Mr. Bunker'a party iB composed of the 
following : R, Jill/., formerly of the geo- 
logical survey of Georgia, and later of 
Boston, Mass.; James Kingsley, late 
light-keeper at Mennot's Light, BoBton 
harbor; W.B.Hunt, an expert miner 
and ex-alderman of Augusta, Maine; 
and G. Zipperman, a marine engineer, 
of Boston. 

The party did all their outfitting atR. 
P. liithet & Co.'s here, claiming that 
they could purchase here more advan- 
tageously than in Seattle or Tacoma. 

" I was appointed by the party," said 
Mr. Bunker, " to go on ahead and see 
where we could get thebeBt terms for an 
outfit. I first visited Victoria, looked 
into the priceB here, and then went to 
Seattle. In fact I twice visited the lat- 
ter place for the purpose of procuring an 
outfit. 

" A careful companpon of prices con- 
vinced me that I could do beBt in Vic- 
toria and we are therefore getting every- 
thing wo re quire here. Prices generally 
are higher in Seattle, and in addition one 
has to consider the duties when buying 
there. We are taking in a year's outfit 
for each man." 

Mr. Bunker's party will go in by the 
Stickeen river route. At Teslin lake 
they will hire Indians and when Hoota- 
linqua river iB reached they will camp 
and thoroughly prospect the country 
which they believe will prove as rich as 
the Klondyke. In case they are unsuc- 
cessful they will go farther North. Many 
Americans from the Eastern states, Mr. 
Bunker says, will take this route. 

One part of the outlit is a device for 
prospecting on the principle of an auger, 
which it iB claimed will bore a hole three 
inches in diameter three inches an hour 
in ground which a pick cannot make any 
impression upon. 

Two miners from Johannesburg, South 
Africa, Mr. Vallentine WilBon and Mr. 
R. L. Crampton, who are going to the 
Klondyke by way of Dyea, also gave 
orders for a largo outfit here yeBterday.
